Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 12.—‘‘The peo- 

ple of the country have their choice 
between my clear, clean-cut policy and 
the clear, clean-cut policy of the Dem- 
ocratic platform and the evasive, duck- 
ing, and dodging of the Republican 
platform and candidate.” 

With these words Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, the Democratic presidential 
nominee, ending a two-day tour of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and Tennessee 
here tonight, summed up the presi- 
dential campaign to date as it appear- 
ed to him. His speech, a last-minute 
addition to his speaking schedule on

For the first time in the campaign 
Herbert Hoover, the Republican presi- 
dential nominee, was the target of an 
attack such as Gov. Smith employed 
in the successfyl prosecution of his 
gubernatorial campaign in New York. 


Holds Opponents Out of Accord, 


He criticized the Republican nominee 
for what he has said and for his silence 
in other instances, charging that what 
little he has had to say in the cam- 
paign has been meaningless and plati- 
tudinous. He challenged him to meet 
the Muscles Shoals farm relief, prohi- 
bition and water-power issues in lan- 
guage that could be understood by the 
voters and would leave no doubt of his 
position on any of them. 


and his running mate, Senator Charles 
Curtis, are not in accord regarding the 
most effective measures for farm re- 
lief, and charged that both deliberately 
are ignoring the great principle in- 
volved in the solution of the farm 
problem.

The naval officials were not at all 
prepared to learn that nine days had 
elapsed before repo"® was made of the 
fate of the vessel. I1®y were astound- 
ed at the conduct of the Gregk captain 
in this respect and they treely criti- 
cized him for abandoning search for 
the 43 helpless members of the crew 
after what was conidered only a cursory 
effort to find them. 

This, together with the subsequent 
Silence of the Greek commander, ap- 
peared so extraordinary to minstry offi- 
clals that none tonight would venture 
an opinion on the accident, other than 
to express astonishment. They were 
waiting for further information, having 
asked especially that a full statement 
be obtained from the Greek captain. 

Meanwhile, on the slim chance that 
some of the crew might still be cling- 
ing to pieces of wreckage or that some- 
thing might be found that weould 
throw light on the disaster, the sec- 
ond squadron of destroyers has been 
ordered to explore the vicinity of the 
collision. 

The telegram from the French consul 
in Rotterdam was made public by the 
ministry of marine tonight.

Graf Zeppelin Radio Tells of 
Distress; Weather Maps 
Determine Course. 


SIGHTED BY STEAMERS 


New York, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The Ger- 
man dirigible Graf Zeppelin, grimly 
bucking head winds that have steadily 
forced her to the south, tonight was 
far over the Atlantic, bound for the 
United States on a course that may 
carry her past Bermuda. The hazardous 
voyage of Columbus and his landing in 
the New World 436 years ago today was 
recalled to the minds of aeronautic of- 
ficials in Berlin poring over charts of 
the Zeppelin’s filght, and it was gen- 
erally felt that hearts less stout than 
that of Dr. Hugo Eckene* and his crew 
would probably have turned back for 
Friedrichshafen instead of sailing the 
Graf Zeppelin farther and farther south 
in search of better weather conditions 


Weather Determines Course. 


Just what course Dr. Eckener plan- 
ned to follow appeared dependent upon 
weather forecasts that he requested 
both from the Azores and the United 
States. This morning he notified 
Friedrichshafen that wind conditions 
made it advisable for him to strike 
for Bermuda, going south of the Azores 
and then to proceed up the Americen 
coast. In fact, he left the normal 
course between Gibraltar and the 
Azores early this morning and went as 
far soth as Medeira Island. He passed 
over Funchal, Madeira, at 8:30 a. m., 
Eastern standard time. 

At Madeira the air liner turned 
slightly toward the north and at 10:30 
a m., Eastern standard time, she wos 
sighted by the steamship Euclid going 
in a west-northwest direction. 

Little has drifted through tlhe air 
of the twenty passengers aboard the 
ship, the only message being one pick- 
ed up in the Azores saying that they 
were exceedingly “air sick.”

Weather Worrying 
Eckener’s Friends 


Zeppelin Commander’s Wife 
Says She Wishes Flight 
Was Ended. 


Friedrichshafen, Germany, Oct. 12 
(U.P.).—Friends and relatives of Dr 
Hugo Eckener, commander of the trans- | 
atlantic dirigible Graf Zeppelin, ex- 
pressed some anxiety tonight In regard 
to weather conditions along the big 
air liner’s route to New York. 

Naval experts, who had followed the 
course of the dirigible across the At- 
lantic ocean, estimated the storms 
probably would drive her south to Ber- 
muda from where she would sail north- 
west to the coast of Virginia. They 
expected the Graf Zeppelin to follow 
the thirty-fifth parallel (approximately 
her present route) to Bermuda. 

The experts figure that in the first 
24 hours the dirigible covered 1,242 
miles at an average speed of 55.8 per 
hour. 

Mrs. Eckener expressed concern about 
the weather conditions, but she was 
assured the dirigible was south of the 
storm 

“I wish the flight would be ended 


soon,”’ she said. 


The progress of the huge air loner 
has been steadily charted by steam- 
ships, which sighted her soon after 
ce left the coast of Europe this morn- 
ng. 


First Report Is Sent. 


The first vessel to report her to the 
Associated Press was the tanker Gyme- 
ric, about. 50 miles west of the Atlantic 
coast of Spanish Morocco. Soon after 
the steamship Virgilio sighted her in 
the same vicinity. 

Then came a dispatch from the steam- 
ship Gloucester Castle, about 150 miles 
northeast of Madeira, and another one 
from the steamship Trevalgan, in the 
same neighborhood.

No mention is, made by 
him of what the resources are No pro- 
posal is made that is to allow for not 
only the periodical and the summer 
surpluses, but for the annual surpluses 
in crops which, being in excess of do- 
mestic consumption ind offered in a 
domestic market, fix the price of ‘the 
whole crop. He fails to understand that 
the great fundamental principle of con- 
trol of the exportable surplue is the 
prime solution of the problem 


Holds Issue Closely Drawn. 


This great principie is lost sight of 
not only in the plan advanced by the 
candidate but in the platform of the 
Republican party; and he in turn, fol- 
lowing the lead of Senator Curtis, re- 
peats the time-worn language of eco- 
nomic equality as between agriculture 
and industry. If that means anything, 
to my way of thinking, it means mak- 
ing effective the tariff for agriculture 
as it is effective for industry. That can 
only be done by control of the export- 
able surplus; and unless the cost of 
disposing of that surplus 1s charged 
back upon the crops benefited, the Re- 
publican candidate can not in truth 
say that there is to be no subsidy, no 
fee, or no tax upon the farmer. 

Never 1n the history of political cam- 
paigning has an issue been as closely 
drawn as the one affecting farm relief:

If the endeavors of the past are con- 
tinued as promised by Mr. Hoover, the 
farmer has nothing to hope for. I know, 
if I were a farmer that is the way I 
would be compelled to take it, unless 
I were ready to admit that I have no 
understanding of the English language. 

There is no question of such far- 
reaching importance to the people of 
this country today as the development 
of electrical energy from falling water, 
commonly referred to as water power. 
It is the last of our great national re- 
sources, and it is threatened with inva- 
sion at the hands of the power trust 
and private monopoly that would use it 
for private profit and for private gain. 
Early in this campaign I spoke about 
talking plainly to the people.

CIRCULATED IN OREGON 


(United Press.) 

Publicit; matter sent to Northwest- 
ern newspapers by the Oregon Public 
Utility Information Bureau included a 
release which quoted Herbert Hoover, 
Republican nominee for the Presi- 
dency, as strongly opposing Govern- 


ment operation of power projects, the 
Federa' Trade Commission learned yes- 
terday. 

Copies of the release, which was 
distributed on February 4, 1928, from 
the bureau's headquarters in Portland, 
were placed in evidence and marked 
as an official exhibit in the record of 
the commission’s investigation of utill- 
ties propaganda. 

The news was headed “Liberty Safe- 
guarded,” and read as follows: 

“The prominence of Herbert Hoover 
as a candidate for the Presidency gives 
to his views more than ordinary in- 
terest at this time. The present Sec- 
retary of Commerce in the Cabinet of 
President Coolidge has made the fol- 
lowin. utterance on ‘Our Government:’ 


Opposes Government Operation 


“Neither our national nor our State 
governments are planned or equipped 
for the task of Government operation 
of utilities. The fathers purposely made 
our Government to a different model, 
for a different task. They divided 
power anu responsibility, where busi- 
ness must concentrate them. They 
thought liberty and individual rights 
were worth safeguarding.” 

At Republican headquarters it was 
said Hoover had made no address en- 
titled “Our Government,” and it was 
not possible to tell where the address 
quoted had been delivered until more 
details were available. 

Examination of H. L. Walther, Port- 
land. manager of the Oregon bureau, 
disclosed detalls of an organized came 
paign conducted by Oregon power com- 
panies in 1926 against a proposed 
State amendment authorizing the 
State to enter the electrical business. 

Various power companies paid %29,- 
677.44 for the campaign, which was 
earried on by publicity, speeches, ad- 
vertising and personal activities of 
utility employes.

Nation-Wide Poll of News 
Men Gives G. 0. P. | 
Big Majority. 


MISSOURI HELD IN DOUBT 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct. 12.—A national straw 
vote taken among newspaper editors 
and by editors and publishers shows 
&® majority of opinion that Herbert 
Hoover will be elected President. The 


editors queried were asked to state 
their “beliefs based on newspapers ex- 
ora ges and devoid of partisan feel- 
ng.” ‘ 

The poll was conducted from Sep- 
tember 6 to October 3 among the edi- 
tors of all daily English language 
newspapers in the country. The re- 
sults, pubiished in the current issue 
of the Editor and Publisher, is the 
composite opinion of 925 editors as to 
the probable outcome of she election. 

Hoover is picked to win, with 387 
electoral votes to 126 for Smith, The 
editors estimate that Hoover will have 
a total popular vote of 16,271,276, as 
compared with 12,863,936 for Smith. 

In this poll only one State is re- 
garded in the doubtful column—Mis- 
sourl,, with fifteen editors believing 
Hoover will carry the State, fourteen 
thinking it will go to Smith and two 
declining to commit themselves. 

The poll gives the Solid South to 
Smith, including Texas, but not In- 
cluding Kentucky or Oklahoma. In 
four States, all in the South, the edi- 
tors were unanimous that Hoover 
could not win, In fifteen §tates the 
editors were unanimous in saying that 
Smith had no chance. 

Loulsiana editors believe by 5 to 2 
that Smith will win with a popular 
vote of 14,826,325 to 11,656,250 for 
Hoover. In 46 other State groups, how- 
ever, opinion was that Hoover’s na- 
tional popular vote would exceed 
Smith’s by margins ranging from 900,- 
COO (as it seemed to Texas editors) to 
6,300,000 (as it appears to Iowa). 

The vote was unanimous for Hoover 
in Colorado, Delaware, lowa, Kansas, 
Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Utah, Vermont, Washington and Wy- 
oming.

CITE CHURCH PERIODICAL 


New York, Oct. 12.—President John 
A. Heydler, of the National League, and 
Officials of the world champion Yan- 
kees, have brought to the attention of 
Commissioner K. M. Landis the state- 
ment of a Brooklyn parish priest that 
baseball is crooked. The statement was 
published in a church periodical while 
the recent world series between the 
Yankees and Cardinals was !n progress. 

Aroused by the clergyman’s charge 
of crookedness in baseball, Mieydier and 
the officers of the New York American 
League clubs put the matter into Com- 
missioner Landis’ hands with the re- 
quest that he make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the charge and obtain, if 

ssible, from the clergyman owroof to 

ck up the statement he made or 4 
retraction of it. 

Copies of the assertions :nade by the 
Priest, the Right Rev. J. L. Selford, rec- 
tor of the Church of the Nativity, 
Brooklyn, in the Mentor, official organ 
of his church, have been forwarded to 
Commissioner Landis’ office in Chicago. 

The investigation into the affair is 
expected to begin as soon as Landis re- 
ceives them. 


Clergyman Answers Query. 


The charge of dishonesty in baseba!l 
Was made in answer to one of his fol- 
lowers, who asked “Is_ baseball 
honest?” 

The rector, in reply, said: 

“The answer to the question is, base- 
Dall is crooked, but it is interesting and 
exciting. But do not bet an results. 
Form does not count. The players obey 
orders, and when so ordered they play 
to lose.’ 

Monsignor Belford stated his ques- 
tioner began to doubt the honesty. of 
baseball some years ago, when he saw 
the “so-called Giants” throw a decid- 
ing game to Brooklyn, enavling Brook- 
lyn to win the pennant, “which they 
did not deserve and which they coulcé 
not defend.” 

The article added: 

“This year he saw the Yankees walk 
away from the rest of the American 
League. They got so far ahead that the 
crowds feil off. Only for the wonder- 
ful batting of Ruth, the attendance 
would have been worse. He began to 
think, and others began to think, ‘Wait. 
You will find the Yankees losing. They 
are too far in the lead. They are not 
drawing. Money is the goal in base- 
ball.’ 

The Expected Happened. 


“The expected and predicted hap- 
pened. Sure enough, along in August 
the Yankees began to slip. They con- 
tinued to slip until the race became 
meck and neck. The big crowds turned 
out again. The enthusiasm ran high. 
Many shekels went into the box offices.” 

President Heydler said today he won- 
dered what the Rev. Belford’s thoughts 
were when the Yankees won the recent 
world series in four games, thus de- 
priving the adviséry council of the 
major leagues, the treasuries of the 
National and American Leagues and the | 
owners of the 16 major league clubs 
many thousands of dollars, which they 
would have reaved had the series lasted 
sot.ast. Heydler also pointed out that 
the same thing happened in 1927, when 
the Yankees defeated the Pirates four 
times in succession. 

“Not only the last two world series. 
were as short as they could be,” said 
Heydler, “but during the playing 6ea- 
son just ended I.noticed that in our 
league everything went against the box 
Office. Visiting teams came into cities 
and defeated the home clubs in open- 
{ng games of numerous series. How 
can any man in his right senses de- 
clare the Yankees are not an honest 
team? What would happen to a man 
who would be bold enough to even 
intimate that baseball was dishonest 
in the same room with Babe Ruth, or 
any other player?”

It there- 
fore believes there is little chance of 
salvaging the vessel. 

The Ondine, first of a series of 600- 
ton submarines designed to strengthen 
coast defenses, belongs to a new type 
which had given full satisfaction on 
trial runs. She was making an endur- 
ance run with a naval crew before be- 
ing accepted officially.

He had received rapid promotion for 
brilliant services. The other officers 
were Lieut.

An open discussion on the deficit, 
quota and budgets was led by Dr. 
Lewis B. Franklin, of New York, trea- 
surer of the national council. The 
Woman's Auxiliary was accorded the 
privilege of the floor during the dis- 
cussion, but no one availed themselves 
the opportunity to speak. The debate 
centered about the value of the slid- 
ing scale of fixing quotas in dioceses 
according to their size and the num- 
ber of parishes and members of the 
church and a flat rate for each diocese. 
There was good-natured banter be- 
tween the bishops and representatives 
of such wealthy communities as New 
York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. 


The doxology rose spontaneously to} 


the lips of bishops, deputies and dele- 
gates to the Woman's Auxiliary as- 
sembled in Memorial Continental Hall 
yesterday morning in the first joint 
session of the general convention when 
Lewis B. Franklin, vice president and 
treasurer of the national council, an- 
nounced that the deficit of more than 
a million dollars, reported at the 1925 
general convention in New Orleans, 
had been entirely wiped out. 

This report was made possible by 
voting from the surplus of 1928 any 
sum needed to eliminate the old def- 
icit, which on October 1 of this year 
amounted to more than $100,000. 


Church Free from Debt. 


Thus the Episcopal Church tn the 
United States at the end of its forty- 
ninth triennial convention will be a 
“church free from debt” and operat- 
ing on a@ pay-as-you-go budget system 
which, while it may lead to some tem- 
porary restriction in certain church ac- 
tivities, will, it is stated, avoid the 
formation of deficits in the immediate 
future, at least. 

The Most Rev. John Gardner Murray 
presided over the joint session and after 
the opening prayers read a telegram of 
greeting from the church in the prov- 
ince of Ontario, Canada. 

In Bishop Murray’s report as presi- 
dent of the national council he out- 
lined the work of the council for the 
past three years. He praised the work 
of the bishops’ crusade, saying that the 
spiritual awakening ascomplished by 
this movement constitutes an epoch in 
the history of the church. Bishop Mur- 
ray told of the acti of the national 
council in recommneéding against the 
removal of the national headquar- 
ters of the church to Washington 
and eulogized the support of the 
women of the church. for’ the 
whole adopted program of the coun- 
cil In conclusion, the presiding bishop 
told of his travels on behalf of 
the church and asked for the future 
cooperation of the clergy and laity with 
the national council in the triennium 
to come, 


Nazareth Gavel Presented. 


A gavel made by orphans tn the care 
of the Near East Rellef in a carpen- 
ter’s shop directly across the st-eet in 
Nazareth from the traditional cite of 
the shop of Joseph, foster father of 
Jesus Christ, was presented and invi- 
tations were received from the dioceses 
of Denver and Minneapolis to be the 
meeting place of the 1931 General Con- 
vention. These invitations were re- 
ferred to a joint committee as was also 
the request from the Diocese vi New 
Jersey to have the General Convention 
of 1934 meet at Atlantic City. 

Sadness fell over the assemblage: 
when it was announced that the Rt, 
Rev. James R. Winchester, Bishop of 
Arkansas is dying at his home in Little 
Rock Arkansas. 

A stern warning was giv2n the joint 
session by Dr. Rudolph Bolling Teusle:, 
director of St. Luke's International 
Hospital, Tokyo that Japan is the only 
barrier between America and what he 
termed “chaos’ referring to the Bol- 
shevik forces. , 

“If we do not Christianize Japan. 
our Christian religion faces defeat in 
the East” continued Dr Teusler” and 
moreover, Japan is pulling our chest- 
nuts out of the political fire in China.” 
Dr. Teuslar quoted the Japanese pre- 
mier as having told Ambasador Mac 
Veagh that America should carry for- 
ward the work of St. Luke's Hospitai 
to show her real friendship. 

“Our missionary endeavors in Japan 
are still in the pinafore stage,” con- 
cluded Dr. Teusler, “and without the 
Woman's Auxiliary there would be no 
church in Japan.” 

Former Senator George Wharton Pep- 
per, of Pennsylvania, who is a lay dep- 
uty, stated at the conclusion of Dr. 
Teusler’s address that the doctor had 
giyen approximately $250,000 of his pri- 
vate earnings to St. Luke’s Hospital 


during his 27 years there as director. 
He told of the need for this country to 
raise $3,000,000 for new buildings for 
St. Luke and the establishment of a 
huge health service in connection with 
it. On resolution of the Rev. Dr. Rob- 
ert Johnston. rector of St John's 
Church, Washington, it unani- 
mously proposed to raise $1,000,000 for 
this work. 

Resolutions providing the estab- 
lishment of a third Wisconsin diocese, 
with Eau Claire as the city, were 
introduced in both houses. In speak- 
ing. to the resolution the Rivht Rev 
Wiliam W. Webb, Bishop of Milwaukee, 
explained that $200,000 had been raised 
to endow the work in the 26 counties 
to be embraced in the new diocese. 

This morning both houses will meet 
briefly, and it is probable that the 
prayer book revision will not be re- 
sumed until Tuesday.

Doubt Injured Man

Parents and Sister of Lieut. 
Devlin Say Pueblo Victim 


| Belies Description. 

| Toronto, Ont., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The 
parents and sister of Lieut. Harry Dev- 
'lin, of the Seventy-fifth Battalion of 
| the Canadian expeditionary force, miss- 
(ing after an action at Dickebusch, Bel- 
gium, ‘n 1916, today expressed doubt 
that the man found injured along a 
roadside at Pueblo, Colo., is their son 
and brother.

? HURT IN CRASHES 


Crowd of 25,000 Sees Trag- 
edy on Speedway at Rock- 
ingham, N. H. 


FOUR CARS IN WRECKAGE 


Salem, N. H., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—A car- 
nival crowd of 25,000 persons gathered 
here for the 200-mile automobile sweep- 
stakes on the Rockingham speedway 
to day, saw tragedy stalk among the 
roaring motors, snuffing out the life of 
one racing driver and sending two 
others to a hospital with severe in- 
juries. 

Fred Comer, of Los Angeles, died be- 
fore he reached a Lawrence hospital 
after the Boyle valve special he was 
driving hurtled into the air on a steep 
bank and plunged into the inner field.

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MR. RASKOB’S ‘MANLY DISAVOWAL. 

John J. Raskob, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, helps to lift the campaign 
out of the muck by his rebuke to former Sen- 
ator Henry C., Hansbrough for a speech in 
which Mr. Hansbrough intimated that Herhert 
Hoover was the owner of great tracts of oil 
lands in Colombia and that if elected President. 
he could be depended upon to employ the 
United States Marines to protect his personal 
holdings. Mr. Raskob states that this charge 
is false, and he adds that he used every effort 
to dissuade Mr. Hansbrough from making the 
speech. 

‘I know there is absolutely no truth in this 
charge against Hoover,’’ said Mr. Raskob, ‘‘The 
country is in a sorry state when two men 7?on- 
tending for the highest office, whose private 
lives have been above reproach, have got to be 
subjected to the indignities of slanders, lies, 
and charges of all kinds which have not even 
the slightest foundation in fact.” 

Mr. Hansbrough spoke in his capacity as 
chairman of the Smith Independent Organiza- 
tion League of the Northwest. This league is 
not affiliated with the Democratic national 
committee, and Mr. Raskob makes it plain 
that the committee is not responsible for the 
attack upon Mr. Hoover. 

This campaign rivals any other in American 
history in widespread vilification of the candi- 
dates for President; but it is also notable for 
the clean conduct of the two national commit- 
tees and the courteous deportment of the can- 
didates themselves. Neither committee can 
control individuals, but both of them can 
thrust out offenders within their organizations, 
and they should not hesitate to do so. The 
people are sick of slanders, lies, and distortions 
of the utterances of the candidates. The cam- 
paign has reached a point where a candidate 
must feel at election time as though he kad 
passed through vast regions of hissing and 
poisonous snakes. Whether he wins or loses, 
he is apt to ask himself if the Presidency 1!s 
worth the ordeal of vilification through which 
he must pass to attain it. 

Ordinary decency calls for the suppression of 
slander and libel aimed at Herbert Hoover or 
Alfred Smith. In becoming candidates for the 
greatest office in the world they have not for- 
felted the right to be treated with ordinary 
decency.

ACTS OF CLEMENCY. 

President Coolidge extended the grace of 
clemency to 203 cases during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, as announced by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. This clemency covered a 
range of offenses and acted for the full can- 
cellation of the parts of sentences that were 
yet to run, or for the penalty in entirety; res- 
pites, restoration of citizenship and all other 
phases of mercy which the Executive is em- 
powered to dispense. Back among the implied 
powers of the incumbent of the presidential 
office lies that of granting pardons, which has 
ever been a function of sovereignty, particu- 
larly throughout Anglo-Saxon experience, The 
President has the power to speak for the 
country in yielding the need of mercy which 
he feels that the situation of the individual or 
the circumstances warrant. 

It will be recalled that when President 
Flarding was importuned to grant amnesty to 
political offenders, who had been sentenced 
under the wartime laws, he took the ground 
that afiinesty for political prisoners as a group 
was not within the cognizance of the Execu- 
tive, inasmuch as this Government does not 
recognize class offenses. The solicitation for 
pardon must be by or in behalf of the indi- 
vidual. 

No higher function is resident in a chief 
magistrate than that of mercy, and in the 
United States the President exercises this serv- 
ice as the ultimate recourse for those whose 
appeal is so based. That the act of clemency 
has been carefully exercised is shown by the 
fact that while 203 persons were beneficiaries, 
119 were denied such relief.

ELECTRIC LIGHT RATES. 

Excess earnings of the Potomac Electric 
‘Power Co. will make possible on January 1 a 
reduction in electricity rates estimated at ap- 
proximately 9 cents. The reduction is made 
under a profit-sharing agreement worked out 
four years. ago between the Public Utilities 
Commission and the company, under which 
earnings in excess of 742 per cent upon the 
valuation are divided between the public and 
the company. When the agreement was 
worked out electricity cost the consumer 10 
cents per kilowatt hour. The following Janu- 
ary it was found possible to reduce rates to 
7.5 cents, and in 1926 the rate became 7 cents 
per kilowatt hour. In 1927 the rate became 
6% cents and last January the rate was cut 
to 5.9 cents. It is estimated that on January 
1, 1929, the rate can be made an even 5 cents. 
The profit-sharing plan under which local 
electric rates are established demonstrates 
that the sliding scale can function practically 


as well as theoretically. Wowered rates have 
served to broaden the uses to which electricity 
is applied. Increased consumption, in turn, 
has created greater revenues, and increased 
profits have made possible further reductions 
in rate. The process can not continue in- 
definitely, of course, Ultimately a point wil) 
be reached where prices will stabilize, That 
point, however, will represent an economic 
mean that never could have been reached 
under any other method of establishing rates. 

Experience with the sliding scale as exempli- 
fied in the annual reduction in electricity rates 
will have bearing upon the negotiations now 
in progress between the Public Utilities Com- 
mission and other public service agencies. The 
sliding scale is the modern method of fixing 
rates, It is fair both to the company and the 
public. 


WALTER JOHNSON COMES HOME, 


Washington is delighted to learn that 
Walter Johnson is to become manager of the 
Nationals. Big Barney is coming home, to the 
city where for 21 years he enjoyed the respect 
and acclaim of the public, young and old. He 
is coming back to lead the team with which 
his name has been linked throughout his 
playing career. 

Seldom has a figure in organized baseball 
risen to the position occupied by Walter 
Johnson. As a pitcher he is ranked with the 
greatest of all time. Asa student of the game 
he has few equals, and he lives and plays at 
all times according to the rules of a gentleman. 
Big Barney is a national figure. During the 
days that Washington languished in the 
second division of the American League the 
Nationals were known as the team upon which 
Walter Johnson played. When the team rose 
to the heights of baseball glory, winning the 
pennant in 1924, Walter Johnson remained 
the outstanding figure. Twice during the 
world series of that year he was defeated. In 
the final game, however, he was called 
dramatically to the mound in the ninth inning 
to stem the rush of the Giants and win tlie 
game in the twelfth. At that moment he had 
the baseball world at his feet. 

For a year Walter has been managing the 
Newark Team of the International League. 
The experience he gained there will stand him 
in good stead when he takes up his new duties 
in Washington. The public does not question 
his ability to. pilot the Nationals to greater 
glory. 


RADIO LAW SHOULD BE CHANGED.

into effect in November it is believed generally 
that there will improvement in radio 
reception, notwithstanding the fact that the 
plan must be considered largely experimental. 
Many broadcasters, and not a few individuals, 
however, that the plan is discrimi- 
natory and they have laid plans for a concerted 
fight upon the commission, The commission 
is said to desire an extension of life and an 
effort will be made to bring this about. Be- 
cause of the criticism against it, however, it is 
not at all certain that Congress will enact 
such legislation, although radio legislation of 
some kind will no doubt be enacted during the 
forthcoming session, 

A suggestion that finds favor for the time 
being is that control of radio, upon the expira- 
tion of the administrative life of the Radio 
Commission, be vested in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Advocates of this solu- 
tion to the problem assert that radio never 
can be improved until its control is placed 
in the hands of a responsible and stable agency 
of the Government. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is such a body. Another sugges- 
tion is that control of radio be vested in a 
commission of communications, which would 
also have jurisdiction over the telephone and 
telegraph. 

Whatever disposition is made of the radio 
problem by the forthcoming Congress, it should 
not lose sight of the fact that radio is highly 
complex and highly technical. It differs in 
essential respects from any other matter that 
ever has been made the subject of Government 
regulation. It does not permit of readjustment 
by amateur fingers. It follows well-defined 
physical laws that can not be made subservient 
to man-made laws. 

What radio needs is not a new control body, 
but a broad law laying down general princi- 
ples, under which the Radio Commission could 
deal with the natural laws by which radio is 
governed. The commission has had a most 
difficult task, and on the whole it has Cis- 
charged it creditably. Today it knows more 
about radio, and its control, than any other 
group in the United States. Any other control 
commission that might be set up would have 
to labor for months to absorb as much knowl- 
edge as the Radio Commfssion already pos- 
sesses, after which it could do no better job 
of building up a satisfactory radio broadcasting 
system than could the present commission, 
under the restrictions of an amateurishly-con- 
ceived and unworkable statute. Congress 
should change the law, not the commission.

PROSPECTING BY ELECTRICITY. 


The electrical method of prospecting for 
ore has been tried out by the Bureau of 
Mines, and directions for its use are now pub- 
lished for those who want them. Equipped in 
the manner the Bureau of Mines describes, the 
prospector now can narrow the field of his 
research. If copper or iron or other ore lay 
beneath the earth in pure form and at definite 
distances, the search for their location through 
electrical means would mean one thing; as 
things are, the search is attended with the 
uncertainties that are involved in differences 
of depth, and in different percentages of ore 
in the rock in which it appears, 

For the present, all that is promised from 
the electrical method is that “‘the existence of 
certain minerals can be ascertained and much 
information as to their extent and distribution 
can be obtained with electrical equipment for 
geophysical prospecting.’’ Yet the principles 
underlying the methods must be applied with 
great skill, and never without an extensive 
background by the prospector of theoretical 
knowledge and field experience. Here, then, 
is no Aladdin’s lamp, no open sesame, no rule 
of thumb system of finding precious and valu- 
able minerals deep under the soil. 

As the prospecting is directed largely to- 
ward disclosing the presence of ores which 
could not readily be detected by. surface signs, 
the old-time prospector is still confined to the 
field of his own experience. Yet the mechan- 
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Te atone Cee es 
ism for detecting the ores is simple, portable 


and inexpensive, and even old hit-and-miss 
prospectors as ‘a rule have valuable practical 
experience and some technical knowledge as 
well, So if he adopts the electrical method, 
he will probably have better luck than the fel- 
low who has been given technical training’ in 
the schools of electricity and yet is without 
acquaintance with the eccentricities of ores in 
gitu. 
MUSSOLINI KEEPS ORDER. ” 

Every stable government must penalize in- 
citements to riot or revolution and must Insist 
that proposals for alterations of the gdvern- 
ment be kept within the provisions of 
the country’s constitution or political usages. 
Interference with the liberty of the press is 
something that is to be avoided, for the sake 
of maintaining a free forum of opinion. It is, 
therefore, in order to suggest that the recent 
statement of the Italian premier as to Fascist 
press relations goes beyond bounds in pro- 
hibiting criticism of the existing regime. 

However, a man with the wisdom and with 
the gift of humor possessed by the able guide 
of the fortunes of Italy should not be taken 
too seriously when he tells the directors of 
70 Fascist newspapers that ‘nobody could 
criticize the fundamental principles’ of 
Fascism,” although he might run the gamut 
of other criticism, even to the alleging that 
the premier ‘is a mediocre violin player.” 
The word “fundamental” in the inhibition is 
an expansive term, and there is no reason to 
believe that constructive criticism would be 
frowned upon so severely as the words of 
Premier Mussolini would imply. When he per- 
mits personal criticism, while demanding re- 
spect for his office, it is manifest that his in- 
timations do not have the force of a dire 
pronunciamento, 

Fascism “has come to Italy and the country 
needs it and its administrator for the present, 
at least, and above all it needs security against 
revolutionary movements directed by _ hot- 
heads who are apt to stir up strife with neigh- 
boring countries. It is not to be presumed 
that the Musselini interdict will be applied 
with any of the drastic force that was the 
order of the day in the middle of the 
eighteenth century, when constitutional gov- 
ernment was in the making throughout 
Europe. 

Mussolini has proposed for his countrymen 
no new rule, but is tempted to cite existing 
restrictions as an offset to the license of the 
press in some other countries, where domestic 
tranquillity is menaced by inflammatory utter- 
ances. 


ST. LUKE'S, TOKYO. 

While most hospitals established in the 
Orient fail become fixed in the life and 
relations of the country, but retain a foreign 
atmosphere, the distinction of St. Luke’s Inter- 
national Hospital and School for Nursing at 
Tokyo seems chiefly to He in its identification 
with the people of Japan. The sincere co- 
operation between the Japanese authorities 
and the hospital is indtcative of the direction 
that medical and nursing work should gener- 
ally take. In reviewing the record of this 
hospital, which has achieved world renown, 
such matters stand out as the fact that it was 
responsible for the first school of nursing for 
advanced students in Japan; that it has 
pioneer ranking for its demonstration of 
measures for disease prevention; and that its 
health stations and house-to-house visitation, 
its school clinics and its clinics for maternity 
service are of invaluable service, particularly 
to the industrial classes. 

St. Luke's, following its broad ideal, has 
been able to popularize modern medical 
methods and to foster the adoption of Western 
medical experience. Such hospitals become 
centers whose medical service reaches from 
the homes of the highest to those of the 
humblest, and touch the life of children both 
in the homes and in the schools. 

An instance of the particular service that a 
hospital of such scope may render makes up 
a part of the chapter of the earthquake 
disaster of 1923. When Tokyo was in a for- 
lorn plight and the hospitals did yeomen 
service, foremost in the line of devotion were 
the members of the staff of this noble institu- 
tion, whose work was furthered by Gen. 
Pershing in sending supplies from Manila. 

Generous recognition has been accorded St. 
Luke’s Hospital by the agencies that can best 
appraise unselfish medical enterprise. The 
Protestant Episcopal Church has reason to feel 
that its investment in St. Luke’s Hospital, 
which is upon a par with the greatest in 
America, has been an investment for humanity 
and civilization that makes it incomparable in 
worthiness as a claimant for generous support.

PRIZE-FIGHT FILMS. 


As an echo of the last Dempsey-Tunney 
prize fight, a ruling by the Federal Court for 
the Western District of Virginia regarding a 
seizure of prize-fight films is of interest. The 
case was that of H. A. Rose, who, in con- 
junction with an American Legion Post, had 
given an afternoon exhibition of the films in 
a Lynchburg theater. Another showing had 
been advertised for the evening, but between 
performances a deputy marshal, under a 
search warrant issued by the United States 
commissioner, seized the films. No warrant 
for the arrest of Rose, or of any individual, 
was issued or asked for. The court now holds 
that proper basis for the warrant was lacking; 
that exhibition of prize-fight pictures is not 
evidence of a conspiracy. The motion to re- 
store the property was granted. 

The ban upon prize-fight film transportation 
is illogical. There is no rule against 
transportation of still pictures. Every news- 
paper in the country carries in its columns 
reproductions of the crucial moments of 
every major encounter. The microphone to- 
day is installed at each ringside and every 
radio owner who so desires can sit in comfort 
listening to an eyewitness, blow-by-blow 
account of the fight, punctuated by the howls 
of the crowd when telling blows are delivered. 
The ban on prize-fight film transportation does 
not prevent the American public from learning 
the full details of every major fistic en- 
counter. | 7 

It is likely that the court ruling will be 
contested. Whether it is sustained or not, 
however, is of small importance. If it is 
deleterious to the morals of America to have 
contact with prize fighting the law should be 
amended to include a ban upon broadcasting 
and upon the transportation of still pictures. 
If Congress believes that the United States is 
not injured by listening to radio accounts of 
fights and looking upon pictures published in 
the press it should lift the ban upon the 
transpartation of prize-fight films.

With the rather Startling slogan, 
“Make the American Home Safe,” the 
National Safety Congress has launched 
& new campaign to rescue the populace 
from consequences of its needlessness 
The experts warn against the dangers 
that lurk in acts and things that are 
familiar in our domestic activities, says 
the Philadelphia Record. 

Of the 95,000 accidental deaths in 
the United States last year, they find, 
almost 25,000 occurred in that hum- 
drum and presumably sheltered de- 
partment of existence. Every year such 
fatalities exceed in number those 
caused in industrial and occupationa!) 
pursuits. The commonest causes of 
such mischance are falls, asphyxiation, 
scalds, burns and poisoning. 

The warning is that death not only 
Stalks its victims amid the confusion 
of traffic, but lies in wait for them 
in the home. 

Women and children, perhaps, are 
most exposed to such risks; but even 
the more resistant man of the house, 
when he safely reaches his ‘loorstep at 
eventide, only passes from one dange.: 
zone to another. The infirm steplad- 
der, the dark cellar staips, the treacn- 
erous ashcan,the slipping rug and the 
dimly labeled poison vial are always 
potential menaces. The innocent bath- 
tub accounts for numberless fractures. 
Even the bed is no sanctuary of safe- 
ty, for tle simple process of getting 
in or out of it may make hospital 
cases, and often does.

The safety council is jus- 
tified in adding a study of this prob- 
lem to its useful efforts toward re- 
ducing the hazards of the crowded 
street and the machine-filled factory.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It 
will be conservative advo- 
prohibition will watch the 
“control system’ now in operation in 
some of the provinces of Canada and 
contrast the results of that system with 
our feeble and inefficient attempts to 
enforce prohibition. If the control sys- 
tem should be adopted in this country 
it will have to differ in some respects 
from that in Canada and from that 
proposed by Gov. Smith. Here it will 
not do to leave the adoption of en- 
forcement of the system to the indli- 
vidual States. If that were done some 
States would adopt it and others would 
not; some States would rigidly enforce 
it, while in-otHers the enforcement 
would be very slack. In this country 
the law would have to be uniform, alike 
in all the States, and its enforcement 
would have to be in the hands of the 
Federal Government. 

Under the Volstead law the situation 
is of the most ridiculous and absurd 
character. The President can not have 
liquor or wine for his own use or for 
the ntertainment of his guests, while 
the chauffcur of any foreign diplomat 
can have all he wants. Take this il- 
lustration: The mistress of the White 
House is a thrifty housewife; the mince 
pie season is on; she wants to have 
some pies of that order; she needs a 
little brandy to make them more pal- 
atable. What can she do? Suddenly 
she thinks of her friend, the wife of 
the Minister from Boomerangland. She 
goes to see her and tells her of her 
trouble. Her friend helps her out of 
h.. troubles and she starts home with 
a neat little bottle. She meets an 
argus-eyed policeman and is halted for 
“having unlawful possession.” All this 
while the chauffeur of her friend goes 
idly by with a jug under each arm.

Few actresses, of stage or screen, have 
life stories so unusual’ that the roles 
they play can not approach “hem for 
color, drama and huma. interest.

Unchurched Natives Assailed 
in Mission Board Report to 
' . United Lutherans. 


NEW CAMPAIGN PLANNED 


‘Erie, Pa., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The Board 
of American Missions, in making its 
report to the biennial convention of 
the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica here today, declared the “curse 
and. blight” of the island of Porto 
Rico was the “low moral standard” of 
the unchurched natives. The situation, 
it: was said, was a matter for great con- 
cern, 


“No blame or censure is attached 


to it,” the. board said. “Social stand- 
ing is not affected. The tie between 
brothers and sisters is weakened. Chil- 
dren are denied a real home. The 
streets. are filled with under-nourished, 
wnder-privileged and -neglected little 
Ones. Fathers have no sense of respon- 
sibility for the training of their chil- 
Gren. They satisfy the law’s demands 
by providing a mere pittance every 
month for thelr material support. The 


' boys and girls grow up to follow the 


game shocking standards at an early 
age. 
“To combat this serious menace and 
inculcate Christian teaching and prac- 
tice, many protestant denominations 
are actively at work in Porto Rico. Nat- 
urally the majority of the clergy are 
Catholic, but all of them are striving 
heroically to elevate the morals of the 
people and to cultivate right life. 
Missionary forces in the West Indies, 
it was said, number 38 workers, serving 
nineteen congregations and 11 out- 
stations, caring for the sick and ne- 
eoced and conducting educational 
work. 


On the mainland of Ameriéa. the re- 


' port said, Lutherans found a vaster un- 


touched problem among the 14,000,000 
negroes, adding that it was still wrest- 
ling with the problem of whether and 
how to go about missionary work for 
them, 

Dr. E. Clarence Miller, of Philadelphia, 
treasurer of the church, suggested to 
the convention today that the Liberian 
mission work in Africa be dropped be- 
cause of the high cost. He said every 
African converted to the Lutheran 


. faith cost the church $50,000. 


Miller said that after 65 years of 
mission work in Africa-‘there was not 
one Lutheran congregation there, The 
motion aroused such overwhelming ad- 
verse sentiment. that its sponsor was 
forced to withdraw it. 

The treasurer sald the cost of a single 
conversion in India was $30; in China, 
$450, and in Japan, $550. 

A proposal! for an aggresive campaign 
of evangelism in a “new and more ef- 
fective way” will be submitted to the 
convention tomorrow by the committee 
on evangelism. If the committee’s plan 
is adopted there will be no emotional 
appeal through the medium of revival 
services, but a steady, consistent drive 
by concentrating the efforts of the 
church upon specific individuals and 
inviting them to attend and unite with 
the Lutheran Church.

Mf. A. E. oTETOON 
DIED AT ROCHESTER 


Woman Who Claimed Immor- 
tality Once Disciple 
of Mrs. Eddy. 


OUSTED BY HER CHURCH 


Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—Mrs. 
Augusta E, Stetson, former leader in 
the Christian Science Church and who 
claimed she was immortal, died here 
today after an illness of ten weeks. 

Although she had always refused to 
tell the date of her birth, relatives said 
she was 86 or 88 years of age. 

Death came to the woman who re- 
signed from the First Church of Christ 
Scientist in New York in 1909, after 
friction with the mother church in 
Boston, in the hotel suite of her neph- 
ew, Maj. Harold Stimpson. 


She came to Rochester early in Au- 
gust from his cottage in Canada. At 
that time it was reported she was ill, 
but relatives declared s'e was “well 
and resting and writing.” She served 
for seventeen years as pastor and first 
reader of the First Church in New York, 
which she helped organize in 1886, at 
the instance of Mary Baker Eddy. She 
was a student of Mrs. Eddy in Boston 
when she was selected to organize the 
New York church. 

In 1909 Mrs. Stetson was called before 
the Christian Science board of direct- 
ors in Boston for questioning as to the 
correctness of her teachings. She re- 
fused to recant or compromise with the 
directors on the doctrinal issue and 
was dropped from membership in the 
Boston organization, 

Mrs. Stetson was also Known to the 
general public for her efforts to abolish 
the third verse of ‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” maintaining that it was sub- 
versive to both peace and good will. 

She continued her studies and writ- 
ings up to the last. At one time she 
ran full page advertisements in news- 
papers carrying her teachings. A sis- 
t Mrs. E. W. Stimpsor and her neph- 
ew survive. Private funeral services 
“will be held here and in New York.

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NEW JAPANESE PRINCESS ENTERTAINS FOR FRIENDS 


diagnosis or prescribe for individual | 


disease. 
By DR, W. A. EVANS. 
NEW edition, the fifth, of Dr. 
A Lawarson Brown's excellent small 

book called “Rules for Recovery 
from Tuberculosis” is available. The 
book is one of a group of small books 
with the patient as the objective. They 
are planned to serve as guides to assist 
in an understanding of what the phy- 
siclan says and to help a person in 
carrying out the hygiene required for 
the arrest of the disease. 

A new chapter in this fifth edition 
is one dealing with colds. It is added 
because of the importance of the com- 
mon cold in the causation of consump- 
tion. Another reason for the chapter 
is the need for controlling colds if a 
consumptive is to recover from his dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Lawarson Brown thinks that 
about 10 per cent of the people who 
are subject to colds would acquire a 
satisfactory immunity if they were 
vaccinated periodically. About 90 per 
cent would not gain in immunity by 
vaccination. 

“Patients taking the treatment with 
ultraviolet rays seem less subject to 
colds.” He believes in the infectious- 
ness of colds At least, he writes: 
“Many colds are infectious and catch- 
ing.” Therefore, he advises people to 
avoid those who have colds. 

His treatment of colds is in 
with the theory that acidosis is a 
factor. He advises taking bicarbonate 
of soda and drinking water freely. 
Overeating should be avoided. In fact, 
he advises a very light, simple and 
easily digested diet. 

“At the onset a hot bath, or a hot 
foot bath for 20 or 30 minutes at bed- 
time, followed by a hot lemonade is 
an old family remedy which is often 
helpful.” Then to bed, with plenty of 
cover, and in a cool room. A day or 
two in bed at the onset of a cold is|} 
advised by Dr. Brown.

Here on Signing Contract

Fans of City to Honor Pitching Idol and Grif- 
fith in Testimonial at Acceptance of Terms; 
“Cy” Cummings Making Elaborate Plans. 


, THE installation of Walter Johnson 
as manager of the Washington 
Baseball Team is to be celebrated 

with ceremony befitting the return of 

the pitching idol to the city where he 
has been a baseball hero for 22 years. 

Andrew J. “Cy” Cummings, promi- 
nent sportsman and president of the 
Maryland State Fair Association, which 
conducts the thoroughbred racing at 
Laurel, last night announced plans for 
a huge banquet to be tendered here 
to Johnson on the occasion of his sign- 
ing the contract to manage the Na- 
tionals offered by President Clark C. 
Griffith, of the local club. . 

The announcement of Mr. Cummings 
last night met with instantaneous and 
widespread approval of fans of the city 
and plans were immediately started by 
personages in the city’s sports, civic, 
military and legislative life to further 
the tribute to Johnson in the form of 
an official acknowledgement of his re- 
turn here in the role of manager. 


The date of the banquet is to 
be set within the next day or two, 
but the affair is certain to he Staged 
shortly after Johnson's return here 
to confer with Griffith, probably 
early next week. President Grif- 
fith is to share the honor of guest 
with Johnson, and it has been ar- 
ranged for Johnson to sign the 
contract with Griffith at the ban- 
quet as the highlight of the wel- 
coming event, 


“Only a tribute of this sort can ex- 
press the feeling that Washington fans 
hold for Walter Johnson,” Mr. Cum- 
mings declared. “The service that 
Barney rendered the Washington Team 
through those long, lean years when 
he constituted the ereater part of it 
can not be forgotten, and his conduct 
on and off the field has been a splen- 
did example to the youth of the Na- 
tion. I am sure that there has been 
no ball player who has occupied the 
same warm spot in the hearts of Wash- 
igton fans. President Griffith, too, has 
earned the deep appreciation of fans 
here.” 

The esteem in which Johnson Is held 
was impressively reflected in the wide- 
spread movement that met the an- 
nouncement of plans for the banquet. 
No ball player or manager has quite 
held the affection that the “Old Mas- 
ter” has won in his long service with 
the Nationals, and news that he would 
become manager of the Nationals yes- 
terday struck the popular fancy of the 
fans of the city, who were unanimous 
in predictions of his success. 

Mr. Cummings is expected to enlist 
the aid of Alfred Stern. prominent fol- 
lower of sports in Washington, in the 
elaborate plans for the banquet. Mr 
Stern, chief among Johnson’s admir- 
ers, has been a prime mover in testi- 
monials to local athletes 

The gangling youth who first am- 
bled inte the Washington ball park one 
summer day 22 years ago and came to 
be known a8 baseball's greatest pitcher, 
the idol of Nation as well as a city, and 
the holder of almost every worth-while 
pitching record during a career un- 
paralleled, was Walter Johnson. 

From Weiser, idaho, where the fame 
of his speed balls had stirred the coun- 
tryside, Johnson came to Washington 
for a tryout. Almost immediately he 
was given his big league baptism 
against the heavy-hitting Detroit 
Tigers and no pitcher ever made a most 
auspicious beginning in defeat. With 


the weak Washington team behind him, 
Johnson could not win and he lost his 
first game, 2 to 1. 

That game was a revelation, however. 
Johnson possessed all the speed that 
had been claimed for him. It was the 
swiftness that has become to be known 
as blinding speed. His success was im- 
mediate and for 21 years he was the 
nemesis of big league batters, triumph 
after triumph marking his career which 
hit its high spot in his world series 
conquest in 1924. 


Johnson adopted Washington no 
less than the fans of the city adopt- 
ed the big pitcher.

In his 21 years with the Washington 
Club, Johnson has seen eleven man- 
agers come and go. He now becomes the 
twelfth. James Manning and “Wild 
Bill” Donovan had managed the team 
in the American League before John- 
son’s debut, when Grrland Stahl was

Thus Johnson returns to. Washing- 
ton to devote to the team here not the 
skill of his powerful right arm, but the 
benefit of the store of know'2dge gaine- 
ed by more than two decades of play 
in the major leagues.

EW YORK, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The 

football season in the East now 

reaches the stage where leading 
college teams get down to the more or 
les. serious business of taking on pow- 
erful rivals in traditional battles, the 
history of which goes back 20 years or 
more. 

Outstanding games of this sort on to- 
morrow’s far-flung program are those 
in which Pittsburgh entertains West 
Virginia at Pittsburgh, and New York 
University stacKs up agains!) Fordham 
at the Polo Ground, New York. 

With teams as strong as any in their 
history, Pitt and N. Y. U. were victori- 
ous by one-sided margins in these 
games last year, the scores being 40 to 
0 and 32 to 0, respectively, but the rec- 
ord of both series has indicated that 
when rivals such as these get together 
almost anything may happen. 

Pittsburgh has pretty well predomi- 
nated its rivalry with West Virginia, 
having won 15 of the 23 games played 
since 1895, but N. Y. U. has won only 
3 of 8 games played since the first 
teams met in 1904.

Tribute to Treasury Department. 


Tribute to the ease with which the 
Treasury Department has retired three 
of the five great war loans, with little 
or no disturbance to 
financial system, is paid by Domi- 
nick & Dominick, in a_ statement 
issued yesterday analyzing the Gov- 
ernment’s war loan redemption 
program. To the extent that these 
loans were redeemed out of income, 
there was a reduction in the national 
debt, it was noted. 

“Since a year ago today this reduc- 
tion has amounted to more than $1,- 
000,000,000, and the estimated gross 
debt at the end of September is about 
$17,400,000,000," the statement notes, 
“or 6 per cent less than a year ago 
The total reduction in the national 
debt since the high point of $26,500,- 
000,000 in 1919 now amounts to over 
$9,000,000,000, or a little more than 
one-third. 

“The Government has adopted two 
methods in reducing the public debt, 
first, by retirement through payments 
from the sinking fund or budget sur- 
plus, and second, by refunding out- 
standing securities bearing a high rate 
of interest into securities bearing a 
lower rate. Since 1920 each fiscal year 
has shown a budget surplus, and the 
total for the past nine years is $3,- 
090,000,000. All of this surplus has 
been applied to the reduction of the 
public debt.”

American University Dean 
Urges Square Deal for 
Smith by Protestants. 


“Religious intolerance has been made 
the paramount issue of the presidential 
campaign by whispering slanderers and 
political parsons,” Dr. Edward Devine, 
dean of American University, declared 
over radio station WMAL yesterday 
afternoon in urging “Protestant, dry 
Republicans to rise above their un- 
worthy prejudices and listen with open 
minds to what Gov. Smith has to say 
to them.” 

“The issue,” Dr. Devine said, “is 
whether, under cover of temperance, as 
technically understood in the United 
States today, political churchmen are 
to launch an organized personal cam- 
paign of slander and misrepresentation 
against a candidate for the Presidency, 
of which the real inspiration is preju- 
dice against his religion. 

“The real objection to Al Smith, in 
the minds of those who can be influ- 
enced by these clerical appeals, is not 
his perfectly well understood desire to 
change the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act by legal and constitu- 
tional means.. The objection to him is 
that he is a wet Catholic, a Tammany 
Catholic, a Catholic from the tene- 
ments, the sidewalks and fish markets 
of New York.” 

Further on the dean points out that 
the Democratic presidential nominee 
“is the distinguished and successful 
governor of our most populous and 
wealthiest State’’ and that he “is the 
product of its tenements and side- 
walks only in the same sense as Abra- 
ham Lincoln was the product of the 
Kentucky and Indiana cabins and the 
Illinois frontier. 

“The Sidewalks of New York, the 
fish market and Tammany Hall do not 
explain Gov. Smith, any more than 
his exclusive social clubs explain Theo- 
dore Roosevelt; or the Iowa farm where 
he was born explains Herbert Hoover.

Health Officials Believe That 
Kitchen Workers Car- 


ried Bacillus. 


With the cause of the sudden illness 
of nearly two score nurses and internes 
of Garfield Hospital two weeks ago de- 
termined upon as an intestinal organe 
ism, bacillus aertrycke, Health Depart- 
ment investigators yesterday set about 
the difficult task of determining how 
the organism got into the food eaten 
by those at the hospital. 

One of the cooks or kitchen help, it 
is believed, may have been a carrier of 
the organism and an effort will be 
made by Health Department experts, 
under the direction of Dr. William C, 
Fowler, to ascertain the accuracy of 
this theory and, if it is correct, the | 
identity of the carrier, One of the 
cooks and another of the kitchen} 
staff, it is said, have left the hospital!
